And 
I believe that we have a right to expect 
from respiratory gymnastic* a real 
strengthening of the resisting force of 
nature to discase.

DWARFING AN OAK TREE. 


Tha J a p in f ic T rick by W hich It la 
A ccom plished. 
The Chabo Dilia, a dw arf Japanese 
pine tree, w as recently sold for ? 1.200. 
It is six feet high and alleged to be 850 
years old. 
It bas long been supposed 
th at tbe process by which Japanese 
gardeners succeeded in dwarfing forest 
trees was a long and costly one. 
It is 
now* said that it is a simple process and 
th at any one can do tbe trick. Tbe fol­ 
lowing directions are given for produc­ 
ing a m iniature oak tree: 
Take att orange and scoop out the 
pulp. Fill tin* Interior with a rich aioli] 
and plant an acorn in the center of it, 
leaving the hole in the rind for it to 
sprout through. P ut it in a sunny place 
and vrnter it frequently. 
Soon after 
the first shoots have appeared the roots 
begin to break through the orange skin. 
Take a sharp knife and shave these off ( 
carefully and kelp thin) shaved. 
The 
tree will grow about five or six inches 
high aud then stop. 
In a year it will 
be a perfect m iniature oak. 
W hen the 
roots cease to grow, the orange skin 
should lie varnished over aud imbed­ 
ded in a flowerpot. 
The Japanese dw arf all kinds of trees 
and make them live to a great age. 
Some of these dw arfs, like the Chain) 
Hiba, are veil known, and their ow n­ 
ers have docum entary evidence attest­ 
ing their great age. 
The older they 
are the more valuable, of course, they 
are. 
In Japan certain fam ilies follow 
the calling, trade, art, or w hat you will, 
of growing dw arf trees from genera­ 
tion to generation, and you can buy a 
m iniature oak 500 years old from a de­ 
scendant of tbe m an who first planted 
tho acorn. 
Not only forest trees, but 
fruit trees and flowering shrubs, are 
dw arfed by these clever gardeners.

Paradoxical as It m ay appear, the 
perfection of a gem Is largely due to 
some imperfection in its make, 
Some 
little m istake m ade in the laboratory of 
nature* produces 
a 
defective 
stone 
which Is perfection itself f,-,»ni (he Inp- 
Idary s point of view. Ninety nine out 
of every hundred em eralds dug from 
tho mine ore alm ost white and of little 
value, but the hundredth one is of a 
rich velvety green nod, if without oth­ 
er flaws than Its color, sells for $3<xt n 
carat or ‘JIO times in m uch os Its col­ 
orless brother. The reason of the rich 
color which gives the emerald its value 
is th a t nature, In m aking the stone, put 
in too much oxide of chromium, ju st as 
the cook sometimes gets too much mhI- 
eratu s in the biscuits. T he standard of 
perfection in the laboratory of nature 
Is the colorless emerald, and lier deep 
greet* ones are some of her failures; 
failures 
which, nevertheless, delight 
mankind, however much they m ay dis­ 
gust nature. 
Yon could buy a ton of 
oxide of chromium for the price which 
half a grain of it gives to a cheap aud 
common crystal. 
W hen nature m akes m istakes in m an ­ 
ufacturing diamonds, the results are 
equally rem arkable, lie r standard for 
a diam ond is a pure w hite stone, but 
sometimes a foreign substance gets into 
the crucible, and the result is a red or 
blue diamond. A fine w hite brilliant of 
one carat can be bought for $125, but a 
blue stone of th at size would be cheap 
at $3,500. 
A red diam ond is of even 
greater value, a red stone of fifteen 
grains having been sold for $5,000. Yet 
the little particle of foreign material 
which natu re carelessly let fall Into the 
m ixture w hen she w as m aking that 
stone dow n in the heart of some prim e­ 
val volcano is of less value than a 
grain of common salt aud only .not 
there by mistake. 
N ature m anufactures In her laborato­ 
ry a m aterial called spinel. 
You can 
buy a block of spinel as large as you 
can carry fur a few dollars. Sometimes 
In m ak in g spinel sm all q u a n t i t i e s of 
chrom ic acid get into the m aterial and 
color It a deep red. The piece s se) col­ 
ored nature rejects as spoiled In the 
m aking aud throw s them iu the du t 
bin, from which m en dig them out and 
call them rubies. A ruby e>f thirty-tw o 
carats recently sold for $52,000. 
Yet 
the m aterial of the cheap spinel aud 
the valuable ruby are practically the 
same, save for th a t small fraction of 
chromic acid which got into the ruby 
by mistake. 
W hen natu re sta rts out to m anufac­ 
ture opals, she endeavors to m ake them 
w ithout any cracks in them. 
In this 
she seldom succeeds, coming nearest to 
perfection in tile M exican opals, which 
have few cracks in them and therefore 
little bister. 
The fiery glow of the ori­ 
ental opal and the play of light In the 
depths of th a t exquisite stone are due 
entirely 
to 
the 
num berless 
cracks 
w hich seam the surface of the gem. It 
m ust give nature a poor opinion of 
m ankind when she sees him selling the 
Mexican opals, which are nearly per­ 
fect, for 12 cents a carat and paying 
$25 a carat for her failures, the cracked 
fire opal of the east. 
Not only In gems, b u t in m any other 
things, docs nature m ake m istakes and 
failures, th e results of which are high­ 
ly valued by man. 
The chank shell, a 
shell m uch like the conch s h el l of these 
shores, is one of the commonest shells 
on the beaches of India, and millions 
of them are gathered and burned T t 
the lime th n t is in them. 
Y’et In a tem ­ 
ple near K andy, Ceylon, are two chank 
shells which hold the place of honor in 
a shrine covered w ith gold, and no 
am ount of money could buy them from 
their guardian priests. 
T heir value 
consists In the fact thnt natu re w as not 
quite herself the m orning she fabricat­ 
ed these shells and gave a right hand­ 
ed tw ist to them instead of a left hand­ 
ed one, such as bas been given to all 
other chank shells, so fa r as m an 
knows, since the beginning. 
Baron Rothschild once paid $300 a 
dozen for some Schloss Johanuisherg 
wine, and it is adm itted that, taking 
everything into consideration, it w as 
not an exorbitant price. 
Yet the w ins 
of the sam e year from the vineyard d-i- 
rectly adjoining the Johaunisberg vine­ 
yard, on the sam e bank of the Ithiue, 
a vineyard whose soil is, to all appear­ 
ances, the same, only brought $5 a 
dozen. 
And there Is no special secret 
about the m anufacture of Johaunisberg 
wine or about the variety of grape 
used. 
Its great value conies from a 
little joke of nature. 
In tho soil of 
the Johannlsberg vineyard there is an 
Infinitesimal am ount of a certain salt 
which is found in the soil of no other 
vineyard. 
The adm ixture is so slight 
th a t no chemtat has ever been able to 
Im itate it, yet it is w orth many thou- ! 
sand* a year to the ow ner of the vine- '

Nothing has been lost, nothing gain­ 
ed. 
The gases set free by the explo­ 
sion of the powder weigh exactly as 
much as the solid. Some of the energy 
has been used as heat, some In propel­ 
ling the bullet Gravitation, overcome 
for awhile, has reasserted itself. The 
gum of matter and force In the uni­ 
verse Is absolutely unchanged.

Upon the death of th e w ife the 
j w idow er rn . t pay a certain sum o f 
money or Its eqwivak ut in goods to his 
fatber-in-Iuw before be eau go a-court- 
iug again. As money is a scarce article 
am ong these natives, the tax generally 
is paid in plates of com m on “stone chi­ 
na,” which ane m uch use*J by the n a­ 
tives a s a m edium of exchange. 
It is 
considered th e proper thing for the bo­ 
rt a veil one to pay loo of these plates to 
his father-in-law for perm ission to look 
about him for a successor to the de­ 
ceased helpm ate. 
If th e husband dies, tile w idow at 
once becom es the property of her p a r­ 
ents-in-law aud so rem ains for life un­ 
less som e relative comes forw ard and 
produces th e necessary num ber of din­ 
ner plates. 
The n atu ral result of this 
is th a t m arried people are all extrem e­ 
ly solicitous for the health of each o th ­ 
er. 
In sickness the invalid is sedulous­ 
ly atten d ed by the p a rtn e r of bls or 
her Joys and sorrow s, the w ell person

m ore by the

DWARFING AN OAK TREE. 


Th* Japnncae Trick b r Which It la 
Accompt laked. 
T he C habo H iba. a d w a rf Jap an ese 
pine tree, w as recently sold for J1.200. 
It is six feet high and alleged to be 850 
y ears old. 
It bas long been supposed 
th a t th e process by w hich Jap an ese 
g ard en ers succeeded in dw arfing forest 
trees w as a loug and costly one. 
It is 
now said th at it is a sim ple process aud 
th at any one can do the trick . T he fol­ 
low ing directions are given for produc­ 
ing a m iniature oak tree: 
T ake an orange aud scoop out the 
pulp. F ill the Interior w ith a rich mold 
and p lant an acorn in the center of it, 
leaving the hule in the rind for it to 
sprout through, l ’ut it in a sunny place 
and w a te r it frequently. 
Soon a fter 
the first shoots have appeared the roots 
begin to b reak through (he orange skin. 
T ake a sh arp kuife and shave these off 
Carefully and keep th* rn shaved. 
The 
tree w ill grow about five or six Inches 
high and then stop. 
In a year it will 
be a p erfect m iniature oak. 
W hen the 
root* cease to grow, the orange skin 
should lie varnished over and im bed­ 
ded lu a flowerpot. 
The Jap a n ese d w a rf all kinds of tree?- 
and m ake them live to a g reat age. 
Some of these d w arfs, like the Chain) 
H iba, a r e veil know n, aud th eir ow n­ 
ers have D ocum entary evidence a tte s t­ 
ing th eir g reat age.
